The 
Japanese made clever use of the availa- 
ble cover, creeping forward in Indian 
fashion for one pour in spite of the Rus- 
sian fire. Midnight found them proper- 
ly formed within striking distance of the 
fortifications. They then made a power- 
ful rush but were mowed down in all 
but one quarter. Here a body of Jap- 
anese succeeded in entering the fort over 
the dead bodies of their comrades, but 
were bayonetted inside the 
fort. The remainder retreated, losing 
severely as they fied. After repulsing 
the enemy, the Russian troops cheered.

Official news from the front says that 


IN BATTLE OF LIAO-YANG 
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T. PETERSBURG, August 31.—3:55 a. m.—The great battle of Liao-Yang, which began 

early Tuesday morning, raged throughout the day with increasing intensity, but up to this 

hour no further official details beyond the two brief telegrams given out in the afternoon 

have been received by the war offiee. 

Every confidence is expressed in General Kuropatkin’s ability to meet the Japanese assault 

on ground of his own choosing, but the city is hungrily awaiting further news of the progress 

of the fight. The Japanese forces engaged in this battle can only be estimated here, but they 

are believed to number about 200,000 men. General Kuropatkin is known to have six army 

corps besides 147 squadrons of cavalry in which great confidence is reposed, bringing up the 

Russian total to about the same number that the Japanese have. 

regard to artillery is not definitely known, though throughout the war the Japanese have shown 

great preference for this arm and great skill in its use. 

Reports from the front credit the Japanese with having 1,200 guns and many mountain 

batteries, and it is known that they recently shipped twenty-four heavy guns to Yinkow.

General Kuropatkin, in addition to his field batteries, has a number of very heavy guns em-

London, August 30.A dispatch from 
Liao-Yang to a news agency dated Au- 
gust 30, says: 

“The Japanese artillery fire only ceased 
at 8 o'clock this evening. The casual- 
ties have not yet been ascertained. 

“The third Russian corps repulsed a 
hot Japanese assault, the Japanese being 
hurled back by bayonet charges, firatly 
by the Twenty-third and then by the 
Twenty-fourth regiments, which received 
and repulsed the enemy no less than six 
times, 

“Two Japanese companies which suc- 
ceeded in occupying a Russian position 
were mistaken for Russians and an- 
nihilated by Japanese artillery fire. 

“One company after another was no- 
ticed' running swiftly to the westward 
in an attempt to outflank the positions, 
but a Russian regiment and a battery 
were ordered to advance and succeeded 
in forcing the enemy to retreat in dis- 
order, evacuating positions they prev- 
iously had gained. 

‘It is believed that the Russian losses 
so far have not been very heavy, except 
to the regiments which sustained bayonet 
charges. All the men serving one Rus- 
sian gun except one were killed by 
shrapnel. The survivor, who was badly 
wounded, heroically brought his gun to 
headquarters and even then refused to 
quit his place until the general peremp- 
torarily ordered him into hospital.

SUB-COMMITTEE TO SEE 
STREET CAR PRESIDENT 
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Only Material Difference Between the 
City and Railroad Regarding Wa- 
yerly Place Is Who Will Pay 
for Removing Trolley 
Car Tracks. 


The special committee, appointed to 
make a report on the ordinance to build 
the Washington street viaduct and sell 
Waverly Place to the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, met yesterday morn- 
ing, and, after reading a substitute ordl- 
napce offered by President Smith, of the 
railroad company, decid that there was 
only one material point of difference pe- 
tween the two ordinances. 

The ordinance introduced in council as 
an acceptance of the Louisville and 
Nashville's proposition, provides, among 
ether things, for the sale of Waverly 
Place for $50,000, the purchaser to bear 
the expense of removing the trolley car 
tracks from the sireet. 

President Smita objects to the railroad 
eompany paying for the removal of the 
tracks and insists in his ordinance that 
the city deliver the street free of encum- 
brances. Hoe agrees, however, for the 
railroad to take up all pipes and con- 
duits on Waverly Place. 

President Smith also objected to tho 
failroad company keeping lights under 
the culverts at Grant and Butler streets, 
and Piedmont avenue. The committee 
did not think this was a matter of enough 
importance to haggle over, provided the 
other matters were satisfactorily  ar- 
ranged. 

The suggestion of President Smith that 
the new viaduct-be built of longer spans 
than @®ntemplated by the city engineer 
and that pillars be placed at other points 
than had been designated was believed 
by the committee to be acceptable to the 
city, provided the railroad paid the extra 
expense to be incurred. 

May Mean Passenger Depot. 
The fact that President Smith 
stricken out the word ‘“freight’’ before 
“erminals’’ caused some comment, and 
ft is believed that this may ultimately 
mean a passenger depot at the Washing- 
ton Street viaduct. 

A sub-committee, appointed by § the 
-gouncil committee, will wait upon Presi- 
dent Arkwright, of the Georgia Railway 
and Electric company, to get a statement 
of the scot of removing the trolley car 
tracks from Waverly Place. When this 
fs done, the committee can tell exactly 
what the financial status of the affair is, 
and so report to the city council Monday 
afternoon. 

Just before the special committee met 
yesterday morning, at I! o’clock, there 
was an informal discussion between the 
mayor, members of the committee and 
citizens, and it was agreed that the only 
thing now to do was to get a statement 
from President Arkwright. 

The citizens present were: Judge T. 
P. Westmoreland, E. W. Martin /and 
Frank Coker, Jr. 

During the informal talk, Councilman 
‘Quilllan remarked that if a passenger de- 
pot was to be built by the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad it might injure the 
state road's property, where the old de- 
Pot now stands. 

Mayor Howell said the city had to look 
out for itself first. 

“The legislature does not seem to care 
much about Atlanta when they legislate,” 
femarked the mayor. 

Differences Pointed Out. 

When the committee was called to 
order, Chairman Amorous read the ondi- 
Nance prepared by President Smith as a 
Substitute for the ordinance prepared by 
the city attorney. He pointed out the 
differences between the two documents.. 
The city engineer said so far as the 
proposed change in the construction of 
the viaduct was concerned, the rallroad’s 
Dian would be acceptable to the city. 
The difference in the cost would be about 
$2,000.

OF SOCIALISM 


European Leader Predicts 
Triumph of the Commune 
in United States, 


> 
New York, August 30.—Dmil Vander- 
velde, leader of the socialist party in 
Belgium, and one of the foremost ex- 
ponents of socialism in Europe, who 
has arnNved here accompanied by Sen- 
ator Houzeau, to attend a meeting of 
interpariamentary union in 8st. Louis 
next month, declares he is watching the 
growth of socialism in America with 
keen interest. There is no occasion for 
alarm over the spread of social revolu- 
tion, which, he says, {is in progress here 
to even a greater extent than Europe. 
“At first in the nature of an importation 
from Germany,” he continued, “the doc- 
trines of socialism appear to have spread 
to a considerable class of those who call 
themselves native born Americans. 
“During the last five years especial- 
ly the movement seems to have gone for- 
ward by leaps and bounds until now 
there are many who believe the doctrines 
of socialism, whereas ten years ago they 
would have as soon have thought of 
calling themselves anarchists, 
“In Europe there is no opportunity of 
anything but a peacefu] revision: the 
military powers are too strong. In the 
United States there is the opportunity, 
I think, but not the desire for any such 
radica] measures. But, though the 
movement ig of slow growth, it is cer- 
tain, and the day will come in the life- 
time of the young men of today when 
this country will be ruled according to 
the doctrines which socialists teach. 
‘Strikes, of which there have been 
many, and trusts, which I hear so many 
persons speaking of as a menace to the 
country’s future, are only stepping 
stones in the development of socialism.”’

Adopts Platform Dealing with Great

London, August 30.—The Irish Reform 
Association has adopted a platform for 
the association which, while firmly main- 
taining that the parllamentary union of 
Great Britain and Ireland is essential to 
the politica: stability of the empire and 
the prosperity of the two Islands, ex- 
presses the belief that such a union is 
incompatible with the devolution to Ire- 
land of a larger measure of loca) govern- 
ment.

Atlanta Bankers Take lsu with

Statement Was Made That Georgia 
Banks Were Better Prepared to 
Meet Demands Last Year. 
Bankers Bring Proof 
to Contrary. 


According to a report from Washington, 
a statement issued by the comptroller of 
the currency, says, among other things, | 
that the demand on the banks will be 
about the same as last year, except in 
certain states, and, among these, Georgia, 
where the demand will be greater and 
from two to three weeks earlier. 

Interviews with a number of Atlanta’s 
best bankers refute this statement in its 
entirety and contradict absolutely an- 
Other statement IN the report from the 
comptroller which is to the effect that 
the banks in certain states, and among 
these Georgia, are not so well prepared 
to meet the demands, and also that it 
will be necessary to borrow more money 
this year than last. 

Not only do the bankers contradict this 
statement, but they prove with undeni- 
able facts that such could not be the 
case. More than this: they show that 
by both the reports from the country and 
city banks that deposits this year have 
been larger, and that up to this time a 
less amount of money has been borrowed 


eome up for trial in the courts until s0Me than up to this same time last year. 
The prospects are also that a less sum 


will be needed for the moyement of the 
cotton crop, and this because the farm- 
ers and planters of Georgia are in & bet- 
ter financial condition than they have 
ever been, which, in turn, is sure to re- 
lieve any congestion in the cotton move- 
ment that might occur if other condi- 
tions were true.

One banker also stated that he had 
just received a letter from a New Eng- 
land cotton mill man with whom he had 
had several conversations. In this let- 
ter the New Englander stated that his 
mills were without cotton, as were all of 
the rest of those he knew of up there, 
and that it would take a million bales of 
cotton to get all of the cards even started, 
let alone working full tfme. He also sald 
that his judgment told him that the 
mills of New England had reached the 
point where fhey could not compete with 
the cotton mills of the south, but while 
he knew this to be a fact, he would not 
admit it. All of which seemed to prove 
that New England pride and New Eng- 
land veracity were playing at cross pur- 
poses, while the south was the real win- 
ner of the contest. 

It was also suggested that owing to 
the scarcity of cotton, the big strike in 
Fall River, Mass., was as much a strike 
of the operators as it was of the opera- 
tives. Coming from New England, these 
facts only prove that the present wave 
of prosperity that is sweeping over the 
green fields of Georgia is as yet only a 
tiny ripple of what is to come with the 
transfer of the great milling business 
that for many decades has been the pride 
and the fame of the New England states,

“Obscure” Presidents. 


(From The Providence Journal.) 

Polk was the first ‘‘dark horse’’ to be 
‘chosen; but neither Hayes nor Benjamin 
Harrison can fairly be regarded as hav- 
ing won a nomination by any conspicuous 
acts of statesmanship. - 

Doubtless Pierce's reputation has suf- 
fered by the disputes over slavery whith 
did so much to wreck his administration. 
Yet even so, he was a candidate for re- | 
nomination and received 122 votes to 
Buchanan's |35 votes on the first ballot 
fn the democratic convention of 1856. His 
romination four years earlier had been 
very well received—much better than 
that of his opponent, General Scott. 

Pierce had entered politics within two 
years after his admission to the bar, 
had served in the New Hampshire legis- 
Jature. had been sent to congress at the 
age of 29 and at 33 had been chosen 
Tinited States senator, being then the 
youngest member of that body. Resign- 
ing his seat after five years, he returned 
to the practice of law. But he certainly 
did not relapse into obscurity, for in the 
4nterva| between 1842 and 1856 he had 
declined a nomination for governor of 
New Hampshire, had refused an appoint- 
ment to the senate and the offer of a 
piace in Polk's cabinet as attorney gen- 
eral, and had won considerable military 
reputation as a brigadier general in the 
Mexican wear. 

Hayes was unquestionably less well 
known than Pierce when he was nomi- 
rated to the presidency. He had been in 
congress two years and he had a good 
war record: but at the time of his nomi- 
nation he was governor of Ohio and he 
gas no more prominent nationally than 
a dozen governors of states are at any 
tme. 

Benjamin Harrison, too, was by no 
means one of the most eminent pwblic 
men at the time of his nomination. His 
name was in his favor, and the carica-
